1. Annual General Meeting: 


This if official notice that the Annual General Meeting of Club '70 will be 
held in the Club premises on Sunday, January 17th, 1971, commencing at 


2:00 p.m. 


2. Amendments, Deletions and/or Additions to By-Laws: 


A. Notice is hereby given that it is the intention of the Board to move an 
amendment to Section 12 of the By-Laws to include the phrase "by secret 
ballot."" The amended By-Law would read as follows: 


The society shall hold an annual meeting on or before the 31st day 
of January in each year, of which meeting due notice shall be given to 
all members. At this meeting there shall be elected the seven members of 
the Board of Directors, by secret ballot, four of whom shall be designated 
as officers as hereinbefore enumerated. Any vacancy occurring during the 
year in the Board of Directors shall be filled from the membership of the 
society by the remaining members of the Board of Directors, providing 
nevertheless that a quorum must be present. If a quorum is not present 
at a Board of Directors meeting called for the purpose of filling a 
vacancy therein, a general meeting of the society shall immediately be 
called for the purpose of filling such vacancy. Any member in good 
standing shall be eligible to any office in the society.

B. We hereby serve notice of our intentions to move the necessary motion or 
motions to amend the By-Laws of Club '70 to include the following: 


(1) That no regular salaried employee of said society or person 
receiving a regular honorarium shall hold an executive position during 
the term of their employment but shall retain the same voting rights 
of any member of the general body. 


(2) The Board of Directors shall only constitute an authority when 
acting collectively for the purpose of the Club's business and not 
acting individually.

C. Take notice that a discussion will be held at the Annual General Meeting of 
the society, January 17, 1971, to the effect that the society cause to be 
incorporated a commercial company for the purpose of acquiring capital, 
to option or purchase land with or without buildings, to be used as club 

premises, and that any monies in the society's treasury which are deemed 
by the society's executive to be surplus monies may be invested in the 
commercial company by way of loan in the sole discretion of the society's 
executive. 
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Notice regarding C. is sponsored by the Board. 


It has been suggested by the Club's Lawyer that it would be advisable to 
set up a commercial company for the establishment of a building fund. This 
could be set up on the basis that each member who buys a share in the 
commercial company would be required to lend a specified sum to the company 
for the purpose of building or acquiring property. As an example, we could 
sell a share to a member for $1.00 and require him or her to make a loan of 
$100.00 to the commercial company. At such time as the commercial company 
had surplus monies to distribute, the loans could be paid off without in- 
curring income tax payable by the members upon repayment of their loans. 
Acquisition of property should prove to be a sound investment for the 

club members, as real property tends to increase in value over the years, 
and the rent which the commercial company would charge the society for 

the use of the premises could be geared to the rate of return which the 
commercial company wished to make on its investment. 


The advantage to the present members of the society in establishing a 
commercial company would be that it could restrict ownership to the com- 
mercial company to those who are presently members of the society if they 
SO wished, or they could at a later date, sell shares in the commercial 
company to the members at an increased price, which would reflect growth 

in value of the shares in the commercial company held by the original 
shareholders in the company. The advantage in establishing the commercial 
company well in advance of the time when you anticipate acquiring property 
would be that you could permit shareholders to make their loans to the 
company by way of monthly installments and the money could be put out at 
interest while it is being accumulated. The society could also be a 
shareholder in the company, and lend its surplus monies to the company upon 
the same terms as loans are taken from other shareholders in the commercial 
company. 


Take notice that a discussion will be held at the Annual General Meeting 
of the society, January 17, 1971, to the effect that the society apply for 
a permanent liquor license. 


In order to obtain a permanent liquor license, the Alberta Liquor Control 
Board requires to examine our plans and specifications for our proposed 
building, they require a copy of our last financial statement to show that 
we have the financial strength to carry on the operation of a club ona 
full time basis, with permanent staff. We must also supply a Statutory 
Declaration showing that a majority of the members have requested by secret 
ballot, a permanent liquor license. We must give notice of intent two 
years in advance of the time when the liquor license is to be obtained. 

Mr. MacPherson of the Alberta Liquor Control Board advised the Club's Lawyer 
that as a matter of practice they do not grant a license to any club with 
less than 500 members, as they find it to be too difficult financially 

for smaller clubs to carry the burden of permanent staff. 


Notice regarding D. is sponsored by the Board. 


Footnote: The feasibility of starting a building fund and possibly obtaining 
a permanent liquor license was referred to the Club's lawyer for 

his views. The explanation above are those of our lawyer. We hope to have 

him on hand at the Annual General Meeting to elaborate further on these 

two topics.

Change in Price and Quantity of Liquor Shots: 


(a) Dispensing of beer, liquor and mix will be done in the same manner as 
described in the October 24th copy of The Inside Track; namely, beer 
from corner end of the bar nearest the Club proper (tables and chairs)< 
Liquor will be dispensed from the centre of the bars; mix and ice will be 
dispensed from the other end of the bar nearest the door entrance. 


(b) Prices: 3 beer tickets for $1.00 (bottled beer) 
Seiacquoret pekete for $2.00. 


However, instead of serving 13 oz shots of liquor, liquor will be reduced 
to 1 oz shot per ticket with mix being provided free.
